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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C.

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 30, the recitation "receiving time-stamped media data packets (514), in 
particular from a media source (501) according to anyone of claims 1 1 to 13" is vague 
and unclear because of the dependency of the claim to anyone of claims 11 to 13. 
Thus, it is not known the metes and the bounds of the claimed invention. 

Claim 31 is rejected because of its dependency on the rejected claim. 

In claim 32, the recitation "the steps of the method according to anyone of claims 
27 to 29 and the steps of the method according to claim 30 or 31" is vague and unclear 
because it is not known the metes and the bounds of the claimed invention. 

6. Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim 
is an omnibus type claim. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 -32 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1-32 need to be revised and some changes need to be taken, such as: 
The terms "capable of and "adapted" need to be removed as well as the reference 
characters within parentheses. 

In claim 32 line 36, the term "charact rized" is missing an "e". 
The applicant needs to revise the claims 1-32 to comply with the U.S. practice. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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8. Claims 1-31 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph and the objections, set forth in this 
Office action. 

For claims 1-31 , the prior art fails to teach the determination of a global wallclock 
time and a common play-out by adding the time indicated by the timestamp and the 
time offset, in a combination with other recited claim limitations.
